The bill for the exteivsion of the 
Boylston .street subway at Governor 
■square wa,s reported favorably yester- 
day by the legislative committee on 
wa.y,s and means. The committee re- 
ported a new draft of the measure, 
recommending a change in the pro- 
posed method of financing the exten- 
,slve operalioivs that will be required 
to bring the Elevated cars t,o the .sur- 
face on Beacon street near the rail- 
road bridge and on Commonwealth ave- 
nue In front of the Temple. 

The committee recommended that the 
cost be met by autliorlz.Ing the city of 
Boston to issue bond.s not in excess of 
$3,100,000. Any increase in that mii.st 
be agreed on by the transit department 
and the Bo.ston Elevated. Rentals re- 
ceivtid shall be used for the payment 
of interest on the bonds with aiiy ex- 
ce.s,s being devoted to p.iying oft the 
principal. 

If the expenditiire.<! eventually mu.'ft 
be in excess of the authorized amount 
the treasurer of the city of Bostxm 
would be authorized to sell bond.^ of the 
city outside the stattitoiy Limit of In- 
debtedness. 

The bill. In keeping tlie previous 
draft, provides that no work may be 
done until the plans have lieen ap- 
proved by the state department of pub- 
lic utiiities.

Allen rpcently siuneri a rpso- 
lutlon providing for an invpstigation of that 
nupsrion by thp Boston port authority and the 
department of public works. It is mainly be- 
rau.sp of the chanRes In the routing of grain 
which may ensue upon the oppnini? of the new 
Welland canal between Lakes Erie and Ontario 
Hiat the question now comes forward as of in- 
stant importance. 

We have today three grain plrvalors with a 
total capacity of 2,500.000 bushels, all .situated 
on thp north side of the harbor. The Baston 
& Albany has a million-bushpl elevator at the 
Grand JimcMon docks in Ea.st Boston. The 
Boston Ar. Maine has an elevator of about the 
same capacity at the Hoosac docks in Charles- 
town and another of half that size at the Mys- 
tic Terminal npar the Chelsea viaduct. With 
the opening of the Welland canal, prain boats 
that now cannot pa.ss from Erie to Ontario 
through thp prp.spnt Welland canal around tlip 
fall.s of Niagara will bp able to come throuch 
the latter lake to various port.s, among them 
Oswego, where connection would be marie with 
the Npw York, Ontario <t Western railroiul. a 
line conlrollpd by the New Haven .system. 

Thus arises the po.s.sibility of a grain route 
from Oswpgo to South Boston over an all-New 
England line. Grain wotild travel to Boston also 
over our other lines, the Albany and t'he Bos- 
ton fi Maine. The Albany, with the New York 
Cpntral, would havp a routp which would land 
grain at East Baston. and the Boston fi Maine 
would have a route for the same gram from 
Ogdensburg over the Rutland, with connection 
at Bellows Fall.s for thp docks at Charlestown. 
Then therp are lhe.se additional facts which 
the investigators must contemplate. The capa- 
city of our present elevators is adequate for the 
amount of grain now pa.ssing through this port. 
The.se elevator.s are located at piers which are 
u.sed mainly by ships of foreign regisirv, and 
there is no elpvatnr m connection with the 
splendid Commonwealth pier and the army base. 
Therefore, the practical issue arises whether it 
would not pay to go after a share of that Tjake 
Ontario grain by the erection of a South Side 
elevator, or w'.. ether we cculd handle grain from 
South Boston by lightpi acro.ss the harbor or 
by rail around the harboi to the present elev- 
ators. The army engineeis who produced the 
useful port .serie.-. of books on otir harbors said 
.some years ago that "to obtain grain without 
involving an extra movement within the port 
of Boston, steps sliould be taken to establish 
one or more grain elevators at South Boston." 
Many other ports are getting ready to make 
the mo.'^l of the po.ssibilitips thpy see in the 
opening of the ne-v Welland At Prrsrot; and 
Kingston on tbo other sine nf tha laJte. Cinarla 
IS preparing to competP for thLs gram for Mont- 
real. Philadelphia has .just built a fine modern 
elevator at Port Richmond. The .state of Mary- 
land has erected at Baltimore a new elevator 
which is to be leased at a nominal figure to the 
Western ularyland Railroad. Tlie more speed 
the better in making this Boston investigation. 
The re.solution provides for a report in early 
I>cember. but the canal is due for oi^enint at 
a much earlier date than that.

LOGAN ELIMINATED AS 
GUBERNATORIAL ASPIRANT 

The uiianimou.s election today of CJen 
Edward L. Logan as manager of the 
George Robert White estate absolutely 
ellniinatcB him from the Governorship 
contest this Fall, according to City 
Hall politicians. It does not make tlie 
road entirely clear for Ex-Mayor John 
F. Fitzgerald, however, as it Is said 
others have held off, awaiting the an- 
nouncement of the candidacy of Gen 
Logan against Fitzgerald for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. 
They may now come out in the open. 

Though eliminated .frcm the Guber- 
natorial race, according to city poli- 
ticians, the acceptance of the IlC^^• 
managership will not prevent Gen 
Logan functioning as usual as Justice 
of the .South Boston District Court. 
The managership Is for a fi^ e-year 
term. 

It was understood for some time that 
Gen Logan was anxious to enter the 
race for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. E.\-M»yor John F. Fitz- 
gerald originally was a candidate for 
United States Senator, but wis pre- 
vailed upon to retire from the contest 
in favor of Marcus Coolidge of Fitch- 
burg. The ex-Mayor then turned his 
attention to the Governorship. 

With the elimination of Gen Logan 
from the Governorship contest, the 
position of Mayor Curlcy is made 
easier. It has been believed that the 
Mayor would give his .-iupport to Fitz- 
,;erald in return for the ex-Mayor's 
effoi-ts to make the tercentenary year 
H creat one. The friendship of the

Favorable report by the House ways 
■Old means committee yesterday, of the 
bill u-hlch provides lor a war memo- 
rial Island In Charles River Basin to 
cost $1,500,000, and a second memorial 
on the summit of Mount Greylock. gave 
assurance to tlie veteran organization 
which have waged a 10-year fight for 
recognition of the nation's hero dead 
that the commonwealth would not be 
the last state In the Union to honor 
them. 

Leaders of the 27 veterans' organiza- 
tions who have anxiously watched the 
progress of the measure, which Is the 
result of the study of a commission of 
21 appointed by Gov. Allen, last night 
expressed their satisfaction at the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the first legisla- 
tive step toward the consummation of 
the memorial plans, and voiced the 
hope thai tlie bill- will pass the IjCgisIa- 
tiu-e this session. 

The bill contains an emergency 
clause making it effective upon pas- 
sage and signature by the Governor, 
pcovidlng for commencement of the 
work during the current year "on a 
project too long delayed," as appro- 
priate In connection with the v.ational 
convention of the American Legion 
here, and to Increase cnrployment. 

SUPPLEMENTARY BUDGET 

The bill provides that. $200,000 be ap- 
propriated this year and $700,000 in 
each of the two ensuing years. This 
clause vaVies from the recommendation 
of the commission which a.sked $80O.0On 
this year and the same amount In 1031. 
Gov. Alkn yesterday included the $200,- 
000 in a supplementsry budget. 

Gen, Edward L. Logan, member of

year. The fund then consLsted of real estr-ite 
and securities valued at S,=s.988.246.49. The net 
income for the previous year had been $30S.- 
99590. As specified in the will, the manapc- 
ment of the fund rests in the hands of five 
tru.'stees. consisting of the mayor, the president 
of the city council, the city auditor, the presi- 
dent of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, and 
the president of the Hasten Bar As.sociatio!i. 
The board is obviously controlled by the mu- 
nicipal government, which has three of the five 
votes. This was Mr. White's purpose, for iie 
wrote in his will: "As this is a public charitab'.e 
gift to the city of Boston, it is my intention 
that the city shall at all times be ofHeially rep- 
resented by a majority of the board.'' 

Mr. White was; genei'al in his directions as 
to how the income of his bequest was to b€ 
utilized, stipulating only that it be used "for 
creating works of public utility and beauty" 
which would not ordinarily be constructed by 
the city itself. Largely through the inspiration 
of Mayor Ciirley, the first board of trustees 
voted to build a series of "health units" In the 
more congested districts of the city where In- 
struction in good health habits could be given 
and clinics in preventive medicine established, 
I The first unit, situated in the North end, was 
opened and transferred to the city on Nov. 1, 
1924, Others have since been built in East Bos- 
ton, South Boston and Roxbury, and the sixth 
is now under construction in the West end. The 
health units do not dingno.se or treat ailments. 
Instead, their staffs concentrate on teaching 
and demonstrating approved ways to maintain 
health, beginning with pre-natal Instruction for 
mothers and carrying it on with the children 
I during infancy and childhood. 
' A seventh unit may be built In the Sou h 
end, but that will probably be the last, as the 
cast of maintaining them falls entirely on the 
health department which is supported by public 
funds, and it seems unwise to establish the 
units in the le.ss crowded portions of the city 
where the need of them is not great. It w-\s 
I hoped, of course, that Mr. White's sister. Mrs. 
Harriett .T. Bradbury, would ler»ve funds to the 
city to support the unit.-:, iivit she did not.

LAMPOON'S APOLOGY 
ACCEPTED BY MAYOR 

Curley Issues Statembiit 
Closing Whole Incident 



Mayor James M. (i;urle.y yesterday 
afternoon announced that the Harvard 
I^ampoon incident was closed, after 
Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man, who was handlinK the lenal as- 
pects of the case, had received an 
apoiocy from Paul Brooks, president 
of th*^ Uampoon. 

Brooks, a Harvard .iunior, took en- 
tire responsibility for tht- publication 
of the Tercentenary nu;iiber, apolo- 
gized for any personal olTense caused 
the Mayor in rr-ferencps to liirn, and 
declared tliHt the entire- publication 
was intended as a jest and theru was 
no Intention of ridb'ule Miivor Curley, 
the people ol Boston or the Ten-ente- 
nar.\-. 

Mayor Citrley's statement follo'A's: 
'The complete and abje-t apology of 
the president of the Hav ,rrd Lampoon, 
Paul Brookf-. in view of his extremc 
youth and the effect that court pro- 
ceedineis miRht have on his future, 
pronipt me to accept the apology 
made, and so far as I am concerned 
the incident Is closed." 

The communication from Brooks 
read : 

"BeinR myself responsible for any- 
tli'ng which has been ptihlished in the 
ipcent edition of the Harvard 
Lampoon, I -wish to apologize for any 
:K'rsonal ofTence which may have been 
(,nised. The entire matter was intended 
.'.:, one of Jest and was oot meant to be 
taken seriously. 

"The object cf t;io Irfimpoon Vv-as 
neither to ridicule you, the people cf 
Boston, nor the Tercentenary cele- 
bration, for w-bose surresj; I realize 
that you are io a very large degree 
responsible.

Accepts Apology of Fright- 
ened I^litors, Calls Mat- 
ter Closed

TliR Harvard Lp.mpnon suiTPiidercd 
iincoiiditinnnlly yesterday to Mayor 
Curley. Pleas for leniency and mercy 
made In behalf of a thoroughly frlRhl- 
cned and chastened board of editors, 
who feared arrest for criminal libel, 
moved the mayor to accept the abject 
and humble apology offered by the 
frantic president of t)'io Lampoon, Paul 
Brooks of Long Island, N. Y., as com- 
plete sntl.sfaction for the humiliation 
and Injui-y done him by libelous car- 
toons and statement;; in the tercenten- 
ary number of the Lampoon. 

Because of tlie extreme youth of 
Brooks, who spent a trying day, en- 
deavoring to find some emissary who 
could influence Mayor Curley to permit 
him to olTcr a verbal apology, only to 
be told that he would not Iw ix'rmlttcd 
to enter the mayor's office. Mayor Cur- 
ley, In a public ,>»tatement, declaring the 
incident closed, emphasized hl.s con- 
sideration of (he effect whic>h criminal 
Court proceedings might have on the 
future of Brooks, and showed him more 
leniency than lie had been repeatedly 
adv'i.scd to sliow.

Less than an hour after Mayor Curley 
had declared that he planned to take 
.idvanlnge of both criminal and civil laws 
to punish the Lampoon editors, he was 
given a word plctin-e of the fear of 
the Harvard students, told that he could 
dictate any conditions about an apology 
which would be acceptable, and Ill- 
formed that Brooks, who had publicly 
J assumed responsibility for the alleged 
libelous cartoons and statemf-nts, was j 
j acting as if he had suddenly learned a i 
'lesson that he would always remember. | 

The mavor relented, and after con- I ■ 
.senting to read the apology which j 
Brooks had written, he suddenly made j 
known that out of consideration of the , 
youth of Brooks, hi.s family, and the | 
efTect of court action on his life, he 
accepted the apology and closed the I 
Iniatler. 

. His decision brought Joy to the L*!"- 
poon editors, whose satisfaction with 
their Tercentenary numix-r. so obvious 
Mondav afternoon, had changed over- 
night to abject fear of being sentenced 
to Jail, 

Their efTorts to obtain for Brook.s a 
personal interview with the mayor were 
started earlv in the morning. Instead 
of acceding to the request.^, the mayor 
sent a secretary to his home for tlie 
copy of the Lampoon which he had tor- 
gotten to place in his pocket, and asked 
Corporation CoiuLsel Silverman t,o ad- 
vi.se him within two hours if he sliould 
resort to criminal or civil action or 
both. 

RKFtlSES TO SEE BROOKS 

At noon the Lampoon editors le?irned 
that Silverman had been chasm to ad- 
vise tlie mayor and they concentrated 
on him in an effort to have him act 
as a message bearer. 

Brooks expre.s,sed willingness to face 
the mayor and in take whatever medi- 
cine was prescriljcd. He appeared to 
be sincere in his expressions of regret 
that he liad permitted the publication 
of the ofTensive cartoons and statements 
and although he wa.s badly frightened, 
liecause he believed that the mayor 
might send him to jail, he persi.sl.ed in 
derlaraiion that lie de.slred to merf the 
mayor and tell hln. IH.-il lie woulrt ngrcr

The mavor refused to see Brooks, but 
said lliat i-ie had no objection t<i a con- 
ference with Silverman, 

_ii . _ Before they met, tire Rev. Albert E. 

T^f^il George asked for an audience with the 
mayor to tell him that he had been 
asked by one of the editors of the 
Lampoon to make arrangements for the 
offering of an apology. The clergyman 
wa.s referred to Silverman. 

EDITOR'S APOl.Of.l 

The conference between Brooks and 
I Silverman was not protracted. Brooks 
pleaded for an opportunity to make 
amends to the mayor and he penned 
an apology whicli .Silverman took to 
the ma.vors office. It read: 

Being myself responsible for 
anything which has been published 
in the recent edition of the Har- 
vard Lampoon. I wish to apologize 
for any personal offence which may 
have been caused. 

The entire matter was Intended 
a.s one of je.st and was not meant 
to he taken .seriou.'ily. The object 
of the Lampoon was neither to 
ridicule you. the people of Boston, 
nor the tercentenary celebration, for 

whose success I realize that you 
are wj a vny irti>sc ut-gree resp<)n- 

sible. I deeply regret any faL.se 
Impression which the current num- 
ber may have caused In the minds 
of the public. 

I want to a-ssure you that H was 
not my intention to attack your 
personal reputation and honesty In 
any way, both of which are known 
to the people of Boston and ef the 
commonwealth to be of the high- 
est type. 

In closing, let m* express my 
regret at any mental discomfiture 
wliich 1 may have caused j'ou or 
yours.

Governor Allen took part in tho Tct- 
OPntenary relebratlon of tlip First 
Church in Roxbury, last evening, whlcli 
closed a three days' observanie of that 
ancient parish and waH planned In rec- 
ognition of the close connection of the 
church and the town. Walter H. Meins, 
president of the Roxbury Historical So- 
ciety, occupied the chair. 

Names of many men, famous in the 
early days of ttie Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, were mentioned by Governor 
Allen In his address. Ho declared that 
the Commonwealth was proud of this in- 
Htitution, which has .stood for three cen- 
turies as truly repi-esentative of the 
consecrated spirit and higii ideals of tho 
Puritan fathers. 

"Ill seekin!? our bcKinnings wo come 
upon that which is perhaps the most In- :

the racial committee and appoint in its 
|)Iace an all-Ameiican committee wliich 
would have the em Ire month of August 
to plan a proRram on noston t'ommon as 
the various Kroups suggest. The nia.yor 
Tsked .John F. Filv;peraldo. chairman of 
the Boston Teroenten.ar>- Committee, to 
'■all a meeting; of the elj^ht hundred ineni- 
hers to ratify the chanKe. 

The nieetinK today develojied into inter- 
mittent exchanKes of racial opinions Be- 
tween the mayor and Mrs. Willlum Low- 
ell I'utnam, chairman of botJi the State 
3.nd local Tercenten.ar\" racial committees, 
whi<!h liad been merged for the prepara- 
tion of a program. The ma.vor annmmced 
that last week representatives of tiie Iri.-ih 
county clubs and the JUbeinians had 
awaited upon him to learn wh.'U part thc\\ 
uere to have in the summer pro.qraiu. 
Later came the .lews, with similar views 
that they werebeing- excluded. The mayor 
■ead a letter ,'rom l'"rank Chouteau Hrowii, 
< hairman of the Tercentenary executive 
committee, in which was pointed out the 
liil'ficulties involved in preparing a pro- 
m.mi for the various elements. 

Irish as Old Atnericails 

When Mr. Curley spoke o fthe festival 
being: arranged at Symphony Hall in 
which neither the Irish nor the .lews 
were beintr considered us raci.Tl entitles, 
.^Irs. I'utiiam remarked that she did not 
think tlie Irish would desire to lio seg-- 
legated any more than the Augio-yax- 
ons, as both groups had shared so etiunlly 
In the development of America, and 
therefore she had not formed it sep.arate | 
committee. "I reasoneii," she said, "that 
if I had to form separate oommittees, | 
the Iri.'''h would want to be ranked as' 
old American citizens." 

The mayor responded with the state- 
ment that the Irish eommittee which 
had called iiport him wanted to reproduce 
one of the old ships whiiii h.id l>rou,glit 
Ktaln to st.'irvin.g Purllans, and also to 
depict the eminence of Commodoi-Q Barr.y 
of the Ameriean Navy. He had in miitd 
the inclusion in tin' Tercentenary pro- 
gram of all the racial elements wldch had 
contribiite<l their lalenl In v.arioiis ways 
to (he dc.-volopmcnt of (h(-' American (iov-' 
crnnicnt and the happiness of the Amerl- i 
c:m pciiiile, and lie llic.iM'hi it mily fair 
that all cleiiKMlts sluoild have .1 chance to 
,:;ivc cxprcssicMl I" lla' clia :;n I "r cif llfi,- 
contribution.^ 

AVith further announcement of jdans, 
Iho mayor remarked that wiili ibc set- 
ting ftgi'de of AtiKU5?t its a niii;-ical festl- 
v.'il iiMirith, no two i-ilccs loold c.onlrib- 



lite iiini'.i to the jirogr.-mi lliao tin- Iii,h 
and the .lews, and, ho added, "We would 
not Ije .juslitied in excluding the other 
I'aces, and we will not do .so so long as 
1 have to pay the bills." 

Mrs. Putnam, who sat directly opposite 
the mayor, retained ber composun 
throughout, never raising her voice anc 
never appearing nervous over the 
mayor's views. She Insisted that no eX 
clusiveness was intended iind she first 
called upon George Demeter of H«ntin,g 
ton avenue fo tell what the Greeks had 
intended to d 1. Mr. Demeter outlined tht. 
T)Ians for a, drama .and dancing. Then 
came a word from l''arris S. M;il<nif. tin 
attorney, representing the Syrians, who 
^'-aw no reason foi* nny debate over racial 
cxchision tit .all. >le entered upon an 
.irgumenl which expressed doubt about 
ihc .Tews .as ii race an<l the mayor fre- 
iiuently interposed an objection. He ptiid 
tribute to tho .lews and then the nuiyor 
asked him "What would yiui consider the 
Irish'.'" Tho reply was "I think they 
are wonderful." 

Question of Money 

. Mrs. Putnam remarked that if her 
committee took in every 1 acQ Bostim 
would have a wonderful ]ii-ogram. Hut 
she had tried to concentrate. In con- 
sidering the Irish as old Amcrirans. she 
i-egarded it ;is liighly complimentary. 
but the mayor was inclined to believe 
that racial elements had been excluded 
in the plans, and former lileelion Com- 
missioner Piromberg entered upon a 
l.ngthy disquisition on the racial entity 
of the .lews who number 130,000 in Bos- 
ton and nearly I'OO.ODO in Crcater Boston. 

A voice from Syria was beard in Sarkis 
|M. Tartarian, who asked why there 
should be, any racial (luestions anyway, 
and made the suggestion, "Why not make 
it a Boston celebration'.'" and a voice from 
Spain, who said that his people were 
willing to work with all other groups for 
(he success of the plans. Alexander Brin 
then pointed out the plans the .Jews had 
in mind and expi-p.ssed the thought that 
they had looked for no trouble. The 
mayor remarked bo could not see why 
tuiy groups should li.avc any spe<'i.il 
lionor. 

Then came tlie suggestion from Mrs. 
Vutnam that the mayor abolish the i-acial 
committee of the city .and pennit the 
State commitlee 10 function, to which the 
mayor replied that he did not thinlc the 
suggestion in good taste. Furtlier dis- 
cussion led to the statement from Mrs. 
Putnam that the problem had been a ques- 
tion of mone.v. Nobody had offered ber a 
eent except the Kssex County liepublican 
Club which liad given $2'). Personally 
seh h.ad (ainlriliuted $10,000 and it was all 
she i-ould afford. 

The meeting soon afterwards ad.jonrned 
with tho mtiyor's decision to abolish the 
commtitee.

Law Dept. to Seek Injunctions 
Against Speakeasies 



Co-operating with Police Conimls- 
Eioner Eugene C. Hultnian to rid Boston, 
of speakeasies and other di.sr-'putabl* 
resorts by invocation of the so-called 
"padlock" law. the city law department 
will shortly .swing into action and pro- 
ceed against 30 dwellings with the nftxt 
month. 

Monday, Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Leo Schwartz, who has been assigned 
to represent the police commissioner In 
all court matters, will amend a bill of 
coiiiplaint which he recently filed for 
Commissioner Htiltman against Harris 
Goldman of ri77 Harrison avenue. The 
hi!l of complaint now seeks action 
.'Riinst the HarrLson avenue address 
when it should read against a house 
at 101 Ea.st Dedham street 

A.ssistaiit Corporation Counsel Schwarta 
e.vplaineri the procedure thai vyill be 
followed in each case. The case will 
be heard in court and a request will be 
made for a temporary Injunction re- 
straining the building which is being 
proceeded against from being a nuisance 
and also preventing the removal of an,v 
moveable property by the owners, oc- 
cupants, mortgagees and others. 

If the court grants the temporary In-' 
Junction then the case will be .set for 
liearing. at. which the city must prove 
that there were three convictions for 
Illegal keeping, sale or manufacturing 
of intoxicating liquor In the building 
I within tlic jirecccding three year,s. 
. Then, if the city is successful, the 
court will be requested to Lssue a final 
; decree against the defendants enjoining 
i them perpetually from, directly or in- 
' directly, maintaining or permitting the 
! maintenance of .such a nuisance. The 
sheriff would then be ordered to enter 
the building and remove all furnitur* 
and other appliances that might be 
used for maintaining such a nuLsance. 
Finally, if the court ha.s upheld all 
of the city's contentions, a request will 
be made for closing the buUding for 
one year for any use. This is tlie so- 
called "padlock" provision, although 
actually no padlock is placed on th(» 
door of the building such «,■! the fed- 
eral government uses. 

Only two cases have been filed «o 
far. but Mr. Schwart.z said that sev- 
eral more will be filed shortly and 
about 30 within a month. He is making 
a careful check on the names of the 
alleged owners, mortgagees and others 
that have been turned over to him In 
order to proceed against the proper 
person.^. Titles to all of the properties 
named are being carefully gone over by 
the city law department and also the 
three conviction;; In three preceding 
years provision is being cheeked in each 
case.
